Tho u san ds o f in ju ries an d millio n s o f 
do llars in damag e resu lted fro m the 
twisters that hit sco res o f cities an d 
to wn s, leav in g man y in shambles. 
Half the to wn o f Xen ia, in so u th­ 
western Ohio , was dev astated. Thirty 
p erso n s were killed an d mo re than 
1,000 were ho meless in the co mmu n ity 
o f 2 5 ,000. 
Ro ws o f bo dies were arran g ed in the 
ru bble-strewn streets. Mo re v ictims 
were tho u g ht trap p ed in o v ertu rn ed 
cars, bu t heav y eq u ip men t was u n able 
to g et thro u g h the streets to lift the 
v ehicles. 
Abo u t 1,5 00 Natio n al Gu ard tro o p s 
were sen t to Xen ia to p ro tect ag ain st

WASHINGTON (AP) - White Ho u se 
o fficials say Presiden t Nix o n , facin g a 
federal tax bill fo r abo u t half his 
rep o rted n et wo rth, p ro bably will be 
fo rced to bo rro w so me mo n ey to make 
the p ay men ts. 
Nix o n an n o u n ced thro u g h aides 
Wedn esday n ig ht he wo u ld p ay so me 
$465 ,000 in back in co me tax es an d 
in terest. He acted after bein g to ld p ri­ 
v ately a day earlier that the In tern al 
Rev en u e Serv ice calcu lated he o wed 
an ex tra $432 ,78 7 in tax es befo re in ­ 
terest fo r his first fo u r y ears in the 
White Ho u se. 
The Presiden t’s n et wo rth as o f last 


May 31, was p u t at $9 8 8 ,5 2 2 in 
disclo su res Nix o n made fo u r mo n ths 
ag o . His cash assets were p u t at 
$432 ,8 74. 
A White Ho u se so u rce, asked ho w 
Nix o n p ro p o sed to meet a tax es-an d- 
in terest bill o f abo u t $465 ,000, said the 
Presiden t wo u ld u se so me reso u rces 
an d p ro bably bo rro w the balan ce. 
The White Ho u se an n o u n cemen t said 
the IRS rep o rt co n tain ed n o su g g estio n 
o f frau d o n the p art o f the Presiden t. 
IRS co n ten ded Nix o n imp ro p erly 
claimed dedu ctio n s fo r bu sin ess ex ­

LONDON (AP) - Ian Ball told a 
crowded court today he tried to kidnap 
Princess Anne as a protest ag ainst 
what he termed inadequate facilities 
for treating mental illness in Britain. 
Ball, 26 , appeared in Bow Street 
Mag istrates Court to face additional 
charg es of kidnaping and attempted 
murder stemming from the bloody 
kidnap attempt on the princess March 
20. Four persons were wounded. 
The bearded drifter, described by 
his defense lawy er as a confirmed 
schizoid, stood handcuffed between 
two plainclothesmen as he told 
the court: 
"I would just like to say that I did it 
because I wished to draw attention to 
the lack of facilities for treating 
mental illness under the National 
Health Serv ice,” Britain’s state-run 
sy stem of free medical care. 
Ball was orig inally charg ed with the 
attempted murder of Princess Anne’s 
body g uard, Detectiv e Inspector J ames 
Beaton, in the shootout on the Mall 
about 150 y ards from Bucking ham 
Palace. 
Today he was charg ed with at­ 
tempting to kidnap Queen Elizabeth 
II’s 23-y ear-old daug hter and at­ 
tempting to forcibly imprison her. He 
was also charg ed with the attempted 
murder of the three other men who 
were wounded, Anne’s chauffeur, a 
police constable and a passing jour­ 
nalist who tried to interv ene.

Court Nixes 
Sewer Ban

Municipalities may not claim eminent 
domain to appropriate private lands 
outside the city’s limits in order to 
extend 
sewer 
service 
to 
noninhabitants, the Ohio Supreme 
Court ruled in effect today. 
The court held the City of Columbus 
may not take the land it needs to 
construct a sewer extension northward 
to the village of Dublin. The city had 
intended to sell some of its excess 
sewage services to Dublin residents. 
The ruling reversed a decision by the 
Franklin County Court of Appeals. 
Local self-government powers do not 
include the power of eminent domain 
outside the geographical limits of the 
municipality, the justices’ opinion 
said. 
The question of the right of a city to 
proceed with such action under 
municipal statutory authority was not 
laised or ruled on by the court.

Ou r 14-y ear-old boy still has a high- 
p itched v oice. It embarrasses him 
among his friends. 
Is there any thing that can be done to 
lower the p itch of his v oice? 
Mrs. E.H., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
The p ersistence of a high-p itched 
v oice at the time of p u berty is known 
as dy sp honia p u beru m. 
Only oc­ 
casionally does this falsetto-like v oice 
p ersist longer than is normally ex ­ 
p ected. 
Ex amination of the v ocal cords and 
the mechanism of sp eech almost in­ 
v ariably shows no v isu al defect in the 
sp eech ap p aratu s. Hormonal stu dies 
mu st be done to insu re normal 
balance. 
Speech therap ists can, with a series 
of ex ercises and breathing techniqu es, 
hasten the p rogress of the normal 
change to a deep er v oice. 
This sp eech training shou ld start as 
qu ickly as p ossible to sp are y ou r boy 
fu rther embarrassment. Too often, 
when this situ ation is neglected y ou ng 
boy s tend to isolate themselv es from 
social contacts which are so imp ortant 
at this time of their dev elop ment.

The energy crisis—-initially a threat 
to surburban mo bility — is mo re a 
nagging irritatio n no w in m o st 
American suburbs.

The gaso line lines hav e v anished, 
and y o u might ev en get y o ur wind­ 
shield washed again. The eco no mic 
impact was no t o v erwhelming, ex cept 
fo r tho se who lo st jo bs o r liv e in all­ 
electric ho mes. 
But so mething has changed, say s the 
residents o f suburbia. And planners 
and builders see mo re changes do wn 
the ro ad.

—Mo st peo ple are driv ing less and 
many say they will keep it do wn. “ I 
think my husband likes the lo wer gas 
bills,” said Mrs. Ly le Ho lmes, a 
Wellesley , Mass., ho usewife. 
—Gaso line sho rtages hav e co ax ed 
peo ple abo ard mass transit. Co m­ 
muter buses and trains enjo y a new 
fo und po pularity . The cry no w is fo r 
better serv ice in the suburbs them­ 
selv es. No o ne kno ws if it will last. 
—Peo ple are stay ing clo ser to ho me. 
Weekend jaunts are no lo nger a 
presumptio n and so me peo ple ev en 
think twice abo ut go ing acro ss to wn. 
Many suburban residents relate the 
energy crisis to larger pro blems 
challenging their lifesty le. 
Ro se Merisko pushed her sho pping 
cart do wn a supermarket aisle in West 
Mifflin, Pa., a blue co llar suburb 20 
minutes driv ing time fro m Pittsburgh. 
“ It’s 
disgusting,” 
she 
said. 
“ Ev ery time I sho p, prices hav e 
jumped. Why , they raise them right 
befo re my ey es. 
“ And it seems that this energy crisis 
is the same o ld sto ry . Ev ery o ne wants 
to get their po ckets full witho ut 
wo rry ing abo ut the little man. Pretty 
so o n we’re go ing to hav e no thing but 
the rich and the po o r and no middle 
class.” 
The Univ ersity o f Pittsburgh’s 
Center fo r Urban Research recently 
studied respo nse to the energy crisis in 
the Pittsburgh area.

MILWAUKEE (AP) — An Ohio 
State University agricultural expert 
predicted Tuesday that world food 
production will be more than adequate 
to feed what some say will be a world 
population of seven billion by the year 
2 000 . 
“ We will not only be able to feed the 
seven billion, but two or three times 
that amount,” Roy Kottman, dean of 
the university’s Agriculture, Home 
Economics and Natural Resources 
Schools, said. 
He predicted a 400 per cent increase 
in meat production efficiency and 
great productivity boosts in com and 
soybeans. 
Kottman criticized “ intellectuals 
who want us to cut animal products 
from our diet.” 
He said parents who want the 
brightest possible children should be 
sure the mother eats adequate 
amounts of high cholesterol foods 
during pregnancy, and feeds them to 
the child until it is at least 5 years old. 
Experiments with animals indicate 
that low cholesterol diets during those 
periods retard brain and central 
nervous system development, Kott­ 
man said.

Baby Saved 
By New Type 
O f Surgery 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Shane 
Christopher Higley was born with a 
birth defect that killed his older 
brother when he was 17 months old. 


But a new type of surgery, called 
porto-enterostomy, saved tiny Shane 
from possible permanent liver damage 
and restored a healthy pink glow to the 
four-month-old boy. 
The two-part surgery “ is designed to 
save babies who don’t have sizable bile 
ducts outside the liver, but may be 
found on biopsy to have small ducts in­ 
side,” said Dr. H. William Clatworthy 
Jr. 
Dr. Clatworthy performed Shane’s 
operation Feb. 4 after his parents 
noticed the tell-tale yellow com­ 
plexion, caused when urine backs up in 
the blood stream. 


When the often-invisible ducts are 
close enough to the surface and treated 
in time, Dr. Clatworthy said, liver bile 
is drained and the jaundiced infant is 
rescued. 
Not all jaundiced babies have liver 
problems, but any infant whose pallor 
turns from rosy to yellow should be 
checked and if necessary, treated in 
the first three months of life, he said.

Policy On V ietnam 
Stirs Up Solons 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The State 
Department has defended U.S. am­ 
bassador Graham Martin, but a 
Democratic senator urged an 
in­ 
vestigation into Martin’s statement 
that it would be folly to reveal details 
about the U.S. commitment to South 
Vietnam. 
Sen. Frank Church of Idaho, a 
member of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, said the committee should 
look into the comments, contained in a 
confidential cable to Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
The memorandum was Martin’s 
recommendations to Kissinger about 
providing answers to questions asked 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 
Kennedy released the cable in a Senate 
speech Tuesday. 
In it, Martin told Kissinger “ it would 
be the height of folly’’ to give Kennedy 
“ an honest and detailed answer” on 
U.S. commitment to South Vietnam. 
Kennedy said 
Martin’s remarks 
“ should outrage every member of this 
body and every member of the 
Congress.” 
The State Department defended 
Martin, saying the cable was an in­ 
ternal recommendation. A spokesman 
said “ anything which tends to inhibit 
the free flow of information and ideas 
between an ambassador and the State 
Department does a disservice to us 
all.” 
The spokesman said the source of 
the leak of the cable to Kennedy was 
not known, but “ it is an unauthorized 
disclosure which we deplore.” 
Church said he thinks Martin’s 
comments are something the Foreign 


Relations Committee should look into 
and that “ this is more documentary 
evidence that lying has become a way 
of life under this administration.” 
As Kennedy pointed out in his 
speech, Kissinger didn’t take Martin’s 
advice but wrote Kennedy that “ we 
have ... committed ourselves very 
substantially, both politically and 
morally” to South Vietnam. 
Kennedy said Sunday in releasing 
Kissinger’s letter that “ it shatters the 
hope that we could finally disengage” 
from direct involvement in Vietnam.

COLUMBUS, Ohio ( AP) - The Ohio 
commander of the American Legion 
said Wednesday the state has a “ moral 
and legal responsibility” to provide 
legal counsel for the National Guards­ 
men in the Kent State University 
shootings. 
David A. Cropper of Portsmouth 
said in a statement that the indicted 
Guardsmen “ were acting on the direct 
orders of the governor of Ohio and 
have a right to expect assistance in 
presenting their defense.” 
The Ohio attorney general’s office 
has said it does not provide counsel for 
employes charged with criminal acts. 
“ Who will defend our state if those 
sworn and obligated to uphold the law 
are not supported by the very govern­ 
mental agencies which require their 
participation in such incidents?” 
Cropper said.

danger, forecasters said. 
The “ frontal system will move out to 
sea by Friday and the threat will be 
over,” a forecaster said. 
Telephone com m unications were 
knocked out 
in 
most 
areas 
and 
National Guard units were called up to 
help evacuation efforts and to prevent 
looting. 
As the tornadoes steamrollered their 
w ay 
across 
country, 
a 
moderate 
earthquake hit the Midwest, centering 
in Springfield, 111., There were no 
reports of 
in ju ries or 
property 
damage, however. 
Heavy rains and hail also struck the 
storm areas. 
“ We had about 30 seconds warning 
before it hit,” said Gary Heflin, a 
grocery store manager in Xenia. “ All 
you could hear was the wind, the 
crashes and people praying." 
“ I ’ve been 
through the 
Korean 
conflict but I have never been scared 
like that,” said 
C.B. Grissom 
of 
I/exington, Ky. Kentucky was hard hit, 
with a higher death toll than any other 
state. 
Gov. Wendell H. Ford declared the 
state a disaster area and called it 
“ probably the most tragic day in the 
history of Kentucky.” 
Ford ordered National Guardsmen 
into the stricken areas. Curfews were 
clamped 
on 
Frankfort, 
the 
state 
capitol, on l/ouisville and on Branden­ 
burg, a town of 1,600. Brandenburg 
was left in rubble and 23 persons were 
known dead. Soldiers from nearby Ft. 
Knox used giant searchlights to probe 
the debris in the search for more 
bodies 
In Ohio, Gov. John J. Gilligan or­ 
dered the National Guard into Xenia 
and asked federal officials to declare 
the town of 25,000 a disaster area. 
“ About 50 per cent of Xenia is gone,” 
Police Chief R ay Jordan said. There 
were 24 reported deaths and at 
1,000 were reported homeless. 
Southward in Cincinnati there were 
five deaths. Emergency hospitals were 
set up both there and in Xenia. At least 
225 others were reported injured in the 
two communities. 
The National Weather Service issued 
tornado warnings ahead of the storms, 
but many communities were caught 
unaware nevertheless. 
Weather service spokesman John 
Laing in Atlanta said because the 
storms did not dissipate quickly, the 
weather service was able to put out 
constant bulletins and advisories. “ We 
probably did a much better job than 
usual in getting our warnings out in 
advance,” he said. 
In Indiana, Gov. Otis R . Bowen 
ordered the National Guard in six 
counties where tornadoes heavily 
damaged scores of small towns in the 
central and 
southeastern 
portions. 
Depauw, a town of 500, was leveled. 
Temporary morgues were set up. Nine 
communities were without telephone 
service and Indiana Bell said it would 
be days and perhaps weeks before 
com m unications 
could 
be 
fully 
restored. 
Dozens of people were unaccounted 
for and officials feared the death toll 
would go higher as searches in­ 
tensified today. 
In Windsor, Ont., eight persons were 
crushed on the ice of the Windsor 
Curling Club when a wall collapsed 
after a tornado tore the roof off the 
cinder block building. 
The string of twisters killed scores of 
persons 
as 
it 
ripped

the 
Southeast through Alabama, Georgia, 
Tennessee and North Carolina. 
Among 
hardest hit

were 
Madison and Lawrence counties in 
Alabama and Cleveland and Cookville 
Tennessee where Gov. Winfield

Dunn called out the National Guard. 
Cleveland, in southeastern Tennessee, 
was struck by two tornadoes two hours 
apart. 
In Jasper, Ala., Joel Cook of radio 
station W A R F said, “ We can’t talk to 
the Police Department ... it just blew 
away.” 
Two children died in a twister at 
Murphy, N.C., and two other persons 
were killed at Stecoah, in the western 
section. 
Tornadoes dipped all across nor­ 
thwestern Georgia, k illin g seven 
persons at Resaca. The winds swept 
away a row of houses on a mountain 
west of Decatur. 
In Decatur, 111., night watchman 
Arvis W alter said the tornado that 
struck there “ sounded like maybe 50 
trucks carrying dual loads.” 
Arvis, 57, said, “ I was standing by 
my window when it hit. I had just told 
my wife, Stella Jane, it looked like we 
were going to get a summer rain.”

details in December, Nixon asked the 
Joint 
Congressional 
Committee 
on 
Internal Revenue Taxation to look into 
his 1969-72 tax returns. He said at the 
time he would abide by its judgment of 
whether he owed more than the $78,651 
he actually paid for the four years. 
A committee staff report, made 
public Wednesday, calculated Nixon 
owed an extra $44,022 plus interest. 
This preceded the announcement 
that 
IR S also 
had found 
Nixon’s 
payments inadequate. 
A White House official said IR S and 
the committee staff basically agreed 
on items in the Nixon returns that were 
subject to challenge. It said 
dif­ 
ferences in money terms reflected 
varying methods of making tax and 
interest calculations. 
Nixon was described as convinced 
his lawyers “ can make a very strong 
case” 
against 
the major 
adverse 
findings. But the White House said he 
would pay up without quarrel because 
of his December pledge to abide by the 
findings of the congressional panel. 
The statement complained that the 
committee staff's report was made 
public before committee 
members 
could study it, "an d before the Presi­ 
dent’s tax counsel could advise the 
committee of their views on the many 
legal 
matters 
in 
dispute 
in 
that 
report.” 
An official who declined to be quoted 
by 
name was 
more forceful 
and 
emotional in discussing the matter, 
saying Nixon 
was “ wiped 
out” 
financially because of IRS and com­ 
mittee staff findings in which “ every 
possible technical aspect has been 
ruled in the negative.” 
Because IR S said nothing about its 
own inquiry, public knowledge of the 
findings was limited to the committee 
staff report. 
The staff attributed much of the 
alleged deficiency to the two highly 
publicized issues which Nixon asked 
the committee to look into — whether 
he was entitled to a deduction for a gift 
of the pre-presidential papers ap­ 
praised at $576,000, and whether sale of 
part of his San Clemente, property re­ 
sulted in capital gains on which he 
should have paid tax. 
The committee staff ruled against 
him on both these counts and went far 
beyond them in amassing its total of 
purported underpayments. 
The charitable deduction for the 
papers, should have been disallowed, 
because the gift was not made before 
the July 25, 1969, deadline set by an 
amendment to the tax code, the report 
said. A deed dated March 27, 1969, 
“ which purportedly was signed on 
April 21,1969, was not signed, at least 
by all parties, until April 10, 1970, and 
was not delivered until after that 
date,” it said. 
The report said that when Nixon sold 
the 
surplus 
acreage 
of 
his 
San 
Clemente property, an erroneous 
division of value of property retained 
and property sold resulted in no capital 
gain being declared. Actually there 
was a taxable $117,836 gain, it con­ 
cluded. 
On another real estate transaction, 
the report said Nixon should have paid 
taxes on at least $142,912 capital gains 
on the sale of the cooperative apart­ 
ment in New York City he occupied 
before he was president. 
The report also rejected a total of 
$85,399 claimed as business expenses, 
including depreciation on 
the San 
Clemente house and certain furniture 
bought by the President, deductions on 
San Clemente operating costs, and 
expenditures from the White House 
guest fund. It said, however, Nixon 
should be reimbursed for a table he 
bought for the White House cabinet 
room at a cost of $4,817. 
Of various improvements made at 
government expense to the California 
and Key Biscayne, Fla., properties, 
the report said, some 
were “ un­ 
dertaken prim arily for the President’s 
personal benefit” and Nixon should 
have treated the $92,298 spent on these 
as taxable personal income.

Chapin, now on leave as a vice 
president of United Air lin es, was the 
principal witness in his own defense, 
testifying for about 3V* hours Wed­ 
nesday. 
He conceded at one point, “ I made 
misstatements — I believe I did” to the 
F B I when agents questioned him about 
the operations of Donald H. Segretti, 
who pleaded guilty to election law 
violations in connection with his “ dirty 
tricks” operations. 
Chapin said he was 
disturbed 
because what he was telling the F B I 
often wound up shortly thereafter in 
the newspapers. But he said he had no 
reason to withhold answers when he 
testified to the grand jury. 
He was indicted on four counts of 
giving false information to the grand 
jury, but Judge Gesell dismissed one 
count. It charged that Chapin lied 
when he said he did not know what 
financial arrangements were made in 
connection with Segretti’s job.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)~ The 110th 
General Assembly recessed until after 
the May primary early today after 
passing legislation on campaign ex­ 
penses, energy and a host of other 
measures. 
Tempers flared as both houses 
worked through the afternoon, the 
night and into the early morning hours. 
Adjournment came at 2:01 a.m. in the 
House, at 2:30 a.m. in the Senate. 
A compromise campaign bill passed 
both houses only after an amendment 
that would have breathed new life into 
the political career of Sen. Donald E. 
“ Buz” Lukens, R-4 Middletown, was 
removed. 
The final conference committee 
report was approved 83-11 in the House 
and 27-3 in the Senate. It was earlier 
rejected in the upper chamber by one 
vote. 
As first put on the floor, the con­ 
ference committee report would have 
restored Lukens’ eligibility as a 
candidate Jan. 1, 1975. 
Lukens and about 600 lesser knowns 
were disqualified for five years for 
failing to file expense statements on 
time. The others were mostly precinct, 
township and local-level candidates. 
Conferees agreed to remove the 
provision when a deadlock developed. 
One Republican, Sen. Howard C. 
Cook, 
R-l 
Toledo, 
voted 
with 
Democrats against the bill before the 
provision was removed. 
Cook said it was “ very revealing” 
that a campaign reform bill would 
forgive persons who failed to file 
reports required by law. 
“ We are putting together a beautiful 
package with a ribbon around it and 
very little inside,” he said. He voted 
for it after the so-called Lukens 
amendment was removed. 
Two Democrats voted against it on 
the final count, Sens. Tony Hall, D-6 
Dayton, and Harry Meshel, D-33 
Youngstown. Both said it was too 
weak. 
The other negative vote, Sen. 
William H. Hussey, R-14 Batavia, said 
he voted against it “ because I didn’t 
like the bill, regardless.” He said he 
voted for the Lukens amendment ear­ 
lier as a favor to the neighboring 
legislator. 
Before leaving, the legislature gave 
final approval to a $545,466 sundry 
claims bill that has been pending since 
May. It passed 87-4 in the House, 28-4 in 
the Senate. 
Removed was a provision to pay 
three former senators $18, 900 each for 
two years of their terms they didn’t get 
to serve because of reapportionment in 
1966. 
The former senators are Ross 
Pepple of Lima, a Republican, and 
Democrats Danny Johnson of New 
Philadelphia and John Corrigan of 
Cleveland. 
The argument over what to do about 
claims of the three had kept the bill 
deadlocked. The 
bill 
compensates 
persons with claims against the state. 
The state cannot be sued. 
The bill setting up an emergency 
energy commission was approved only 
after an emergency clause to make it 
effective upon the governor’s signa­ 
ture failed in the House. It now 
becomes law in 90 days.

The energy bill, which had been 
worked out in advance by a joint 
conference committee of the Senate 
and House, establishes a five-member 
commission with authority to issue 
rules and regulations good for 30 days. 
Its members would consist of the 
governor as chairman, one senator 
and one representative—from op­ 
posing political parties—and two 
named by the governor with approval 
of the Senate. The latter would repre­ 
sent the energy industry and the public 
at large. 
The commission would go out of 
existence Jan. 1, 1976. It could not 
enter into any contracts that extend 
beyond that date without the approval 
of the state Controlling Board. 
The agency would be required to 
collect data on any existing or future 
energy problems, and would make 
recommendations to the General As­ 
sembly. 
Aside from the Lukens issue, the 
campaign financing bill sets limits 
that can be spent on campaigns for 
various offices, ranging from $1.5 
million per election for governor and 
U.S. Senate down to about $500 for a 
local school board race. In almost 
every instance, the ceiling is more 
than ever has been sent for those of­ 
fices in the past. 
Another major feature of the bill 
limits each candidate to a single 
committee to receive contributions 
and authorize expenditures. In the 
past, candidates have been able to 
conceal financial information by 
establishing several committees. 
The bill requires candidates and 
committees to file financial reports 12 
days before each election. They 
already are required to file 45 days 
after an election. 
The bill also establishes a five- 
member elections commission to help 


enforce campaign laws. 
Major criticism of the measure 
centered around the fact that it leaves 
intact present law that puts no limits 
on the size of contributions to can­ 
didates and campaign committees. 
Some lawmakers said the inability of 
the two parties to agree on such limits 
makes the bill a “ farce” and only 
offers the public a “ watered down” bill 
that makes no real reforms. 
In other business, the House rejected 
45-51, with 50 needed for passage, a bill 
to outlaw cheap handguns known as 
“ Saturday night specials.”

O f Deadly Tornado 


Cincy Twister Skips O rp h an age 


XEN IA, Ohio (A P) — Four bodies 
were arranged in a row behind the 
rubble of one of the scores of buildings 
destroyed by a tornado Wednesday. 
Suddenly, a woman bending over one 
of the bodies cried out, “ Oh, my God,” 
and collapsed into the arms of a rescue 
worker. 
She had found her son. 
It was one of many scenes of sorrow 
and despair in the tornado-ravaged 
city of 25,000, 
"Tomorrow is going to be really 
bad,” said Red Cross disaster worker 
Georgeanne Watercutter. “ I really 
believe shock will set in.” 
People numbed by the disaster 
remained calm as new tornado warn­ 
ings were issued during the early 
morning hours today. 
As funnel clouds were sighted, sirens 
wailed and trucks used loudspeakers 
to announce, “ Take cover! 
Take 
cover!. 
Rescue workers crowded into halls 
and stairwells until the threat passed. 
Officials reported at least 1,000 
people homeless. Most found tem­ 
porary housing in a grocery warehouse 
and the YMCA. 
A major problem Wednesday night 
was the lack of running water. Tanks 
of water were being sent from the 
nearby Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base and portable toilets were to be 
brought in today. 
A highway patrolman reported 35 


dead and said there could be many 
more. Greene County Sheriff Russell 
Bradley said he was “ afraid of heavy, 
heavy deaths.” 
A fast food restaurant was destroyed 
and the manager said there might be 
20 people trapped inside. The parking 
lot remained filled with cars. 
A number of cars were flipped over 
on Main Street and officials said some 
possibly still contained passengers, 
but heavy equipment could not get to 
the area to move them to find out. 
The Red Cross set up a relief center 
in the downtown YMCA, one of the few 
buildings spared by the tornado. It 
took in 350 homeless. 
A grocery 
warehouse housed several hundred 
more. 
Across the street a three-story 
elementary school stood with all its 
windows gone, the top third of its flag 
pole bent out of shape and concrete 
light stancions broken and toppled. 
“ It’s the worst I’ve ever seen,” said 
Mrs. Watercutter. “ It is complete 
devastation.” 
Down 
the 
street, 
Highway 
Patrolman George Fisher said it was 
the first tornado he had ever seen. 
“ I saw the damage caused by one up 
in Allen County about five years ago,” 
he added. 
Fisher confirmed the 35 dead and 
added, “ There are going to be quite a 
few more. They probably will be find­ 
ing bodies for a couple of days.” 
Store M anager 
Tells O f Disaster 


XENIA, Ohio (A P)—Gary Heflin, 
co-manager of a grocery store ex­ 
plained what happened. 


"A police car drove by, and they 
were warning people a tornado was 
coming,” he said, “ so I ran outside and 
saw it moving up Main Street. 


“ I ran back inside and got on the PA 
and told everyone to move to the back 
of the store.” 


The tornado killed 25 people and 
injured hundreds of others late 
Wednesday when it destroyed nearly 
half of this city of 25,000. 


“ We had about 30 seconds warning 
before it hit,” Heflin said. “ All you 
could hear was the wind, the crashes 
and people praying.” 
Although the front half of the store 
was demolished none of the estimated 
65 customers and employes was in­ 
jured. 
A rescue worker said two bodies 
were removed from the Elbow Room, 


a demolished lounge next door to the 
grocery. 
“ My friend Jim was one of the ones 
they carried out,” said an onlooker 
who did not give his name. “ He and his 
girlfriend died in each others arms." 
In a small frame house, its walls 
standing but roof, doors and windows 
smashed, an elderly woman wrapped 
in a blanket sat in a rocker in a ruined 
bedroom. 
Firemen tried to persuade her to 
leave but she shook her head, saying 
nothing. Fin ally a fireman was 
assigned to stay with her until she 
could be persuaded to leave.

was

somewhere,” said a man picking his 
way through rubble of a soft drink 
stand. 
Ignoring reporters’ questions, the 
man ran toward the stand where four 
bodies lay behind shattered buildings. 
He lifted blankets from each face. 
His son was not there, and he con­ 
tinued down Main Street. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) - The 
tornado skipped over a

orphanage and the Ohio River, then bit 
deeply into Cincinnati killing at least 
five, injuring 207 and leaving scores 
homeless.

University, heavily damaged in 
Wednesday’s tornado, was closed 
today until further notice.

Authorities estimated 75 per cent of 
the Central 
State campus was 
destroyed or severely damaged. One 
person was killed in the tornado on 
campus. 
The two-story Central State Ubrary 
lost its second floor. Huge chunks of 
concrete, steel reinforcing rods 
protruding from jagged edges, were 
hurled 40-50 feet away. 
Another building nearby looked like 
an empty shell, its windows and doors 
missing. 
Toppled trees blocked drives and 
walks around the campus. 
Fifty Ohio national guardsmen 
patrolled the campus to maintain 
security. 
Central State President 
Charles 
Newsom closed the campus until 
further notice. 
Authorities said many students were 
in the university cafeteria for supper, 
a meal that may have saved many 
lives.

I first saw the twister out the right 
side of my car as I drove down 
Harrison Avenue hill. 


It looked quiet and blue. It seemed 
headed my direction and the traffic 
picked up as other drivers noticed it. 
Sirens blared. People stepped out­ 
side to see, then ran back inside. 
Hail, wind and rain buffeted my 
small car as I drove over the Western 
Hills viaduct and headed downtown for 
the office, the funnel plainly visible in 
the rear vision mirror. 
Other drivers parked and 
took 
shelter. The tornado turned north and 
east, touching down later 
in the 
Hartwell, Roselawn and Sharonville 
sections. 
Three entire blocks were flattened in 
the Sayler Park area, but no one was 
killed.

“ I opened all the windows and lay 
down on them in the hallway.

“ You win when nobody gets 
hurt, and you win when everybody gets 
home safely,” said football coach 
Hank Strain as a rescue ship neared 
Bermuda with him and 1,653 others 
transferred from the drifting Queen 
Elizabeth 2, 
“ You learn by looking at trials and 
tribulations in a positive way to make 
something good happen," said the 
mentor of the Kansas City Chiefs.

Here we had a great 
mixture of people who handled 
themselves in a poised, disciplined and 
patient way.”

could for the night. About half the pas­ 
sengers were members of senior 
citizen groups, and the elderly were 
given priority on the empty berths. 
The Cunard Lines, the QE2’s owner, 
chartered a jumbo jet and a DC10 to fly 
the passengers from Bermuda to New 
York, with the first two planeloads due 
at noon and 1 p.m. EI)T. 
After 
unloading, the airliners were to shuttle 
back to Bermuda to get the rest. 
One of the passengers, Mrs. William 
Hillenbrand of Arlington, Va., said 
many of the holidayers “ seemed to 
enjoy the crisis atmosphere" after a 
fuel oil leak into the boiler water 
system stranded Cunard’s 65,863-ton 
flagship on Monday during a week- 
long cruise. 
Capt. Peter Jackson, the QE2’s 
skipper, said the ship and those aboard 
were never in any danger. The ship’s 
bands played frequently, drinks were 
free and on Tuesday night, "we had 
dancing and entertainment on the open 
deck under the stars,” Capt. Jackson 
said. 
Then about midnight the emergency 
generator ran out of fuel, plunging the 
ship into darkness. 
The 19,903-ton Sea Venture arrived 


before dawn Wednesday, and during 
the day lifeboats and motor launches 
carried her new guests across 300 
yards of calm sea. There was only one 
casualty; a backlash from a line broke 
the arm of a crewman of the QE2 as he 
was securing one of the lifeboats. 
Cunard said it would refund the 
passengers’ full fare, and that the 
i eseue operation would cost the line 
about $1.2 million. 
Meanwhile, the QE2*s engineers 
were at work on the three boilers, and 
the chief engineer said he hoped to get 
one of them operating soon so the ship 
could steam slowly toward two 
tugboats en route from New York.

Tornadoes Kill Over 330

Tornadoes struck an area stretching 
from Georgia to Canada late Wed­ 
nesday and early today, killing more 
than 330 persons, the worst tornado 
death toll in half a century. 
Thousands of injuries and millions of 
dollars in damage resulted from the 
twisters that hit scores of cities and 
towns, leaving many in shambles. 
Half the town of Xenia, in south­ 
western Ohio, was devastated. Thirty 
persons were killed and more than 
1,000 were homeless in the community 
of 25,000. 
Rows of bodies were arranged in the 
rubble-strewn streets. More victims 
were thought trapped in overturned 
cars, but heavy equipment was unable 
to get through the streets to lift the 
vehicles. 
About 1,500 National Guard troops 
were sent to Xenia to protect against 


looting and help in rescue work. A 
guard spokesman said there were un­ 
confirmed reports of 40 to 50 persons 
missing. 
Whole 
neighborhoods 
were 
destroyed, buildings leveled, railroad 
cars and trucks upended by the vicious 
winds that struck the Midwest and 
South. 
In Washington, D.C., the American 
Red Cross said more than 800 disaster 
workers and nurses were laboring to 
aid the homeless and injured. Other 
relief workers and disaster equipment 
from all over the country were en route 
to the stricken states. 
Kentucky appeared to be the worst 
hit, with 77 known dead and hundreds 
injured after tornadoes skipped across 
a dozen counties in the center of the 
state 
W ednesday, knocking 
out 
telephone service and downing power 
lines. 
Five persons were killed and more 


than 200 injured in Louisville, where 
twisters ripped up large sections of 
neighborhoods. 
Alabama reported 69 dead, Indiana 
63, Tennessee 54, Ohio 35, Georgia 15, 
Ontario, Canada, 8, North Carolina 4, 
Michigan 3, Illinois 2, and West Vir­ 
ginia I. 
The governors of Alabama, Ohio and 
Kentucky asked federal officials to 
declare all or parts of their states 
disaster areas. 
Early today, two tornadoes hit the 
town of Meadow Bridge, W.Va., about 
50 miles southeast of Charleston, 
killing one person and injuring several 
others. 
At Radford, in southwest Virginia, 
high winds flipped over three mobile 
homes and five persons were injured. 
The rampage cost more lives than 
any series of tornadoes since March 18, 
1925, when a twister cut through three 
Midwestern states, killing 689. The 


1965 Palm Sunday tornadoes in the 
Midwest killed 271. 
Weather forecasters in Kansas City 
com pared 
W ednesday’s 
tornado 
outbreak to a “fast-moving shotgun 
blast.” 
‘‘There were twice as many people 
killed (as the result of tornadoes) in 
eight hours yesterday as were killed in 
the three previous years,” said Allen 
Pearson of the National Severe Storms 
Forecast Center. 
In Chicago, forecasters said there 
was a chance of more tornadoes 
through Friday. The greatest threat 
today was either side of a line running 
from 45 miles southwest of Meridian, 
Miss., to 35 miles 
northwest of 
Columbus, Ga. 
Possibility of tornadoes existed all 
down the East Coast from New York to 
Atlanta and then across to Mississippi.

The National Weather Service at one 
time Wednesday had a tornado watch 
rn effect for all of Ohio. But the 
damage had been done. 
The Xenia Hotel and the city’s high 
schools were demolished. The armory, 
its roof caved in, was pressed into 
service. A freight train, 15 of its cars 
tumbled off the tracks, blocked a U.S. 
35 crossing. 
Sayler Park, on the Ohio River 
banks, took the brunt of the storm in 
Cincinnati. 
Said an Associated Press reporter 
from the scene: “Three square blocks, 
every house is gone.” 
At one point, a fire raged out of 
control in suburban Cincinnati, a 
result of the storm damage. 
Damage likewise was reported at 
london, northeast of Xenia. The top of 
the Madison County Courthouse was 
blown away, one witness said, and 
there 
were reports that 
all the 
businesses along the city’s main street 
had been damaged. 
More than IOO residences in Union 
Township in Butler County were hit, 
authorities said, and there were 
reports of destruction from Green 
Township, Westchester, Pisgah and 
Mason. 
All are in southwestern Ohio.

XENIA, Ohio (AP) — Spring tor­ 
nadoes mowed a murderous swath 
across southwestern Ohio Wednesday 
night, killing at least 35 persons, in­ 
juring about 500 and destroying 
millions of dollars in property. 
The toll appeared likely to mount. 
The Ohio Highway Patrol said it had 
unconfirmed reports of 40 to 50 persons 
missing in this Greene County city of 
25,000 and reported five more deaths 
than rescue workers listed. 
At mid-morning workers picking 
through the debris of Xenia said 30 had 
died in the twister that demolished an 
estimated half of the city. 
Another funnel storm killed five 
persons in Cincinnati and hurt more 
than 200. 
One, perhaps two, persons were 
killed when the twisting funnel 
smashed Central State University one 
mile northeast of Xenia. 
Five persons were killed at Cin­ 
cinnati and more than 200 injured. 
An estimated 75 per cent of the 
Central State campus was destroyed 
or severely dam aged. President 
Charles Newsom closed the school. 
Police Chief Ray Jordan estimated 
50 per cent of Xenia demolished. 
Damage at Cincinnati is estimated 


at up to $20 million. 
Gov. John GUligan sent more than 
2,500 National Guard troops 
into 
devastated areas and asked the 
federal government to declare that 
part of southwestern Ohio a disaster 
area. 
At Xenia, a spokesman at Greene 
Memorial Hospital said the injured 
were arriving “ in anything and 
everything—cars, ambulances and 
trucks. They brought bodies in on table 
tops, doors and boards. The emer­ 
gency room was packed.’’ 
A National Guard paramedic who 
flew over the devastated area, Spec. 5 
Bob Chapman of Columbus, said it 
“looked a half-mile wide and three to 
five miles long. There was nothing.” 
Cincinnati Mayor Theodore M. 
Berry said the damage to sections of 
his city hit by the twisters was 
“awesome. It was a miracle that so 
many trees missed houses, buildings 
and people.” 
Officials at Xenia said more than 
1,000 persons were homeless. Most 
were being housed in a grocery 
warehouse and a YMCA. 
“I’ve been through World War II, 
and this is worse than any of the 
bombings in Germany,” one witness to 


the Xenia disaster said. 
National 
Guard 
troops 
were 
providing medical assistance, setting 
up 
comm unications, 
providing 
protection against looting and helping 
with the cleanup. 
The destruction came barely a week 
before the ninth anniversary of the 
Palm Sunday tornadoes of April ll, 
1965, which killed 250 persons and re­ 
sulted in the most property damage 
ever reported from such storms in 
Ohio. 
W ednesday’s 
tornadoes, 
ac­ 
companied by driving rain and bat­ 
tering winds, ripped first through 
Cincinnati’s Sayler Park and Prince 
Hill suburbs, then skipped to the north 
of the city to Blue Ash, Sharonville and 
Elmwood. 
Then the deadly funnels headed 
northeast along U.S. 42, slicing 
through Lebanon, leveling much of 
Xenia, belting London. 
Wilberforce, Cedarville and Selma 
were hit along the way. 
Gilligan almost at once ordered 250 
Ohio National Guardsmen into service 
in Xenia, and by midnight 1,445 men 
were on duty, more than half of them 
in Xenia, the rest to the southwest.

Two Families Left Homeless 
By Pickaway County Winds

Tornadoes hit Pickaway County 
Wednesday destroying two trailers, 
damaging homes, uprooting trees and 
injuring seven persons. 
Termed the worst tornado to hit 
Pickaway County since 1965, the 
whistling sound funnel traveled in a 
northeasterly route mangeling homes 
in the 
Circleville-Florence Chapel 
Road area. 
Pickaway 
County 
Sheriff’s 
authorities received a record 221 calls 
between 4 p.m. and midnight Wed­ 
nesday concerning the weather. 
Steve L. Confare, Route 2, McClean- 
Mill Road was the first to report a 
tornado. The wind ripped the roof from 
his home. 
Confare, home at the time of the 
storm, stated it had a whistling sound 
when it passed by. The high winds 
ripped the front porch and awning 
from the house, and uprooted four 
large pine trees slamming them 
against the house. 
William Pontious Sr., 
Route 3, 
Circleville-Florence Chapel Road, 
reported a tornado shredded his son’s 
trailer. 
Around 6:14 p.m. 
he 
told 
his 
son, William Pontious Jr., a Circleville 
Policeman, and his family to get to his 
house until the storm had passed over. 
Five minutes later the mobile home 
exploded into a mass of debris. 
The tornado also destroyed a wood 
garage, electric pump and damaged 
the roof to William Pontious Sr. home. 
Damage was estimated near $20,000. 


Members of the Robert Pelfrey 
family, Circleville-Florence Chapel 
Road were treated at Berger Hospital 
for injuries after they were found 
pinned under their mobile home, also 
destroyed by Wednesday’s tornado. 
William Pontious Sr. told sheriff’s 
authorities the family lived in a trailer 
also and that possibly they would need 
assistance. 
Deputy Deal went to check on the 
family and found the trailer com­ 
pletely flattened against a nearby 
barn. 
Robert Pelfrey, 49, was transferred 
to Mt. Carmel Hospital, Columbus, for 
a fractured neck and lacerations to the 
face. Other members of the family 
were treated and released from 
Berger Hospital for abrasions and 
lacerations and a broken shoulder 
bone. 
Parts of the trailer were scattered 
over a wide area. 
A 1964 Chevrolet was also damaged 
in the tornado. 
The roof of a two-story barn, owned 
by Paul Thompson, was completely 
ripped off during the tornado Wed­ 
nesday. 
Sheriff Dwight Radcliff highly 
praised Paul Dean and the Civil 
Defense and John Leist and React and 
Rescue and the local Red Cross for 
their willingness to help in time of 
disaster. 
The Pickaway County Red Cross is 
assisting tornado disaster victims both 
locally and state-wide it was an­ 
nounced by Etha Mae Wolford, 
executive secretary of the local 


chapter. 
“People wishing to help may give 
cash donations or food in hotel size 
cans,” Mrs. Wolford stated. She said 
the local office, located at the corner of 
Pickaway and Watt Streets, is ac­ 
cepting requests for health and 
welfare reports for family members 
and friends in the devastated areas. 
These will be processed when com­ 
munications are restored. 
The two station wagons owned by the 
local chapter will be on standby call to 
help evacuate people from disaster 
areas if needed. At the present time 
four survey people from the state 
chapter and many nurses and Red 
Cross workers are on the scene at 
Xenia according to Mrs. Wolford. 
On April ll, 1965 a tornado touched 
down in Pickaway County along Route 
316 just west of 104 and left a path 
of destruction in its wake. 
Seventeen persons were injured, 
some seriously. The hardest hit 
community was at the intersection of 
Routes 316 and 104 where virtually 
every 
building 
and 
home 
was 
destroyed. 
Fortunately the path of that Palm 
Sunday tornado was mostly in the 
rural 
area 
just 
north 
of 
South 
Bloomfield and Ashville. Damage was 
estimated in the tens of thousands of 
dollars in the 1965 wind. 
Utilities companies were faced with 
man-sized repair jobs following the 
storm. General Telephone had about 
500 custom ers 
without 
service. 
Electric power was out in an area from 
104 and 316 to Route 33.

Nixon To Pay $465,000 In Back Taxes And Interest 


WASHINGTON (AP) - White House 
officials say President Nixon, facing a 
federal tax bill for about half his 
reported net worth, probably will be 
forced to borrow some money to make 
the payments. 
Nixon announced through aides 
Wednesday night he would pay some 
$465,000 in back income taxes and 
interest. He acted after being told pri­ 
vately a day earlier that the Internal 
Revenue Service calculated he owed 
an extra $432,787 in taxes before in­ 
terest for his first four years in the 
White House. 
The President’s net worth as of last 


May 31, was put at $988,522 in 
disclosures Nixon made four months 
ago. His cash assets were put at 
$432,874. 
A White House source, asked how 
Nixon proposed to meet a taxes-and- 
interest bill of about $465,000, said the 
President would use some resources 
and probably borrow the balance. 
The White House announcement said 
the IRS report contained no suggestion 
of fraud on the part of the President. 
IRS contended Nixon improperly 
claimed deductions for business ex­ 
penses and a controversial gift of his 
vice presidential papers to the 


National Archives. 
The federal tax collectors also held 
that the President failed to report 
taxable capital gains on sales of a New 
York City apartment and part of his 
land at San Clemente, Calif. 
The tax agency, which once gave the 
President an okay on past filings now 
challenged, also was said by Nixon 
aides to have found he should have re­ 
ported as taxable income some 
federally-financed improvements to 
his California and Florida estates, and 
the value of air flights made by 
relatives and friends on military air­ 
craft. 


The White House announcement that 
Nixon would pay the back taxes left 
open the question of the future of 
Nixon’s vice presidential papers, on 
which he claimed $476,431 in deduc­ 
tions IRS now refuses to accept. 
Nixon said last Nov. 17 that if IRS 
raised any 
question 
about 
the 
deductions, “let me tell you this: I will 
be glad to have the papers back and I 
will pay the tax because I think they 
are worth more than that.” 
Asked if Nixon now would reclaim 
the papers, Deputy White House Press 
Secretary Gerald L. Warren said, 
“that’s a subject that no one’s dis­ 


cussed around here.” 
James B. Rhoads, the archivist of 
the United States, would not comment 
Wednesday night when asked whether 
Nixon could have the papers back. 
Rhoads said he wanted time to study 
the IRS findings. 
IRS said nothing publicly about 
Nixon’s tax troubles but the White 
House said its still-secret report 
“rebuts any suggestion of fraud on the 
part of the President.” The official 
statement said Nixon was innocent of 
any wrongdoing, declaring: 
“Any errors which may have been 
made in the preparation of the 


President’s returns were made by 
those to whom he delegated the 
responsibility for preparing his 
returns and were made without his 
knowledge and without his approval.” 
A White House source said Nixon 
was not legally obliged to pay $148,081 
in back taxes for 1969, which IRS said 
he owed, because the statute of 
limitations for that year has expired. 
Saying the payment would be made 
nevertheless, the source said Nixon 
was “doing this because he said he 
would do it.”

LONDON (AP) - Ian Ball told a 
crowded court today he tried to kidnap 
Princess Anne as a protest against 
what he termed inadequate facilities 
for treating mental illness in Britain. 
Ball, 26, appeared in Bow Street 
M agistrates Court to face additional 
charges of kidnaping and attempted 
murder stemming /rom the bloody 
kidnap attempt on the princess March 
20. Four persons were wounded. 
The bearded drifter, described by 
his defense lawyer as a confirmed 
schizoid, stood handcuffed between 
two plainclothesm en as he told 
the court: 
“I would just like to say that I did it 
because I wished to draw attention to 
the lack of facilities for treating 
mental illness under the National 
Health Service,” Britain’s state-run 
system of free medical care. 
Ball was originally charged with the 
attempted murder of Princess Anne’s 
bodyguard, Detective Inspector Jam es 
Beaton, in the shootout on the Mall 
about 150 yards from Buckingham 
Palace. 
Today he was charged with at­ 
tempting to kidnap Queen Elizabeth 
II’s 
23-year-old 
daughter 
and

tempting to forcibly imprison her. He 
was also charged with the attempted 
murder of the three other men who 
were wounded, Anne’s chauffeur, a 
police constable and a passing jour­ 
nalist who tried to intervene.

The ruling reversed a decision by the 
Franklin County Court of Appeals. 
Local self-government powers do not 
include the power of eminent domain 
outside the geographical limits of the 
municipality, the justices’ opinion 
said. 
The question of the right of a city to 
proceed with such action under 
municipal statutory authority was not 
laised or ruled on by the court.

But Nixon’s former White House 
chief of staff said Tuesday that the 
American public presumes both him 
and Nixon guilty and “that ain’t 
right.” 
Haldeman said he is confident that 
when his case is tried, he will be 
acquitted and “the truth will do it.” 
Haldeman discussed his more than 
four years as a top Nixon aide during a 
question-and-answer session with a 
group of young business executives 
from throughout North America. 
His appearances this week before 
the Young Presidents’ Organization 
ended virtually a year of seclusion 
since leaving the White House. While 
the sessions are officially off the 
record, a transcript of Haldeman’s 
remarks was obtained by newsmen. 
Haldeman, who is under indictment 
on charges of perjury and obstruction 
of justice, adhered strictly to Federal 
Judge John Sirica’s order that he not 
discuss specific details of the case. But 
he asserted: 
“I know perfectly well that I am 
considered guilty until I prove m yself 
innocent, and that President Nixon is 
presum ed guilty until he proves 
himself innocent. That ain’t right. But 
realistically, that’s the case. That’s 
what we have to deal with.” 
On a personal note, Haldeman said 
he does not reflect on his White House 
years with any feeling of bitterness or 
vindictiveness and “I hope not with 
arrogance.”

Hits Orient 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
$142,332 damage suit has been filed on 
behalf of a 48-year-old mentally 
retarded man who spent 20 years at 
Orient State Hospital.

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Energy Crisis Irritation To Suburbanites 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Has the energy 
crisis left an imprint on American life? 
Associated Press reporters have 
talked with government leaders, social 
scientists and the man on the street to 
get a preliminary reading on this 
question. In this second of a series of 
three articles, the effects on the 
suburbs are examined.

Associated Press Writer 
The energy crisis—initially a threat 
to surburban mobility— is more a 
nagging irritation now in most 
American suburbs. Ifs something to 
worry about along with food prices and 
school taxes and maybe politics. 
The gasoline lines have vanished, 
and you might even get your wind­ 
shield washed again. The economic 
impact was not overwhelming, except 
for those who lost jobs or live in an­ 
electric homes. 
But something has changed, says the 
residents of suburbia. And planners 
and builders see more changes down 
the road. 
Associated Press reporters recently 
visited a cross-section of suburban 
communities from affluent Wellesley, 
west of Boston, to middle-class 
Glendale, north of Los Angeles. They 
talked to people in supermarkets, 
service stations, city halls and on the 
streets. 
In addition to a 
widespread 
cynicism, about the whole thing, they 
found a few tangible changes produced 
by the energy crisis: 
—Most people are driving less and 
many say they will keep it down. “I 
think my husband likes the lower gas 
bills,” said Mrs. Lyle Holmes, a 
Wellesley, Mass., housewife. 
—Gasoline shortages have coaxed 
people aboard mass transit. Com­ 
muter buses and trains enjoy a new 
found popularity. The cry now is for 
better service in the suburbs them­ 
selves. No one knows if it will last. 
—People are staying closer to home. 
Weekend jaunts are no longer a 
presumption and some people even 
think twice about going across town. 
Many suburban residents relate the 
energy crisis to larger problems 
challenging their lifestyle. 
Rose Merisko pushed her shopping 
cart down a supermarket aisle in West 
Mifflin, Pa., a blue collar suburb 20 
minutes driving time from Pittsburgh. 
“ It’s 
disgusting,” 
she 
said. 
“ Everytime I shop, prices have 
jumped. Why, they raise them right 
before my eyes. 
“And it seems that this energy crisis 
is the same old story. Everyone wants 
to get their pockets full without 
worrying about the little man. Pretty 
soon we’re going to have nothing but 
the rich and the poor and no middle 
class.” 
The University of Pittsburgh’s 
Center for Urban Research recently 
studied response to the energy crisis in 
the Pittsburgh area. Two-thirds of 


those surveyed lived in suburbs. Most 
were white, married and at least high 
school graduates. 
Over 40 per cent said they drive less 
on Sundays and about the same 
number visit relatives and friends less 
often now. About 25 per cent go out to 
restaurants less frequently and there 
was a marked decline of interest in 
buying new cars. 
Beyond that, 82 per cent were 
dissatisfied with the general conditions 
in America today. And 55 per cent said 
life would be no better in 1976.

houses as replacements for the single 
family home. 
These trends, they emphasized, 
were there before the Arabs ever 
thought of an oil embargo. The energy 
crisis has simply added momentum. 
“Developments will still be spread 
out, but there is a trend to move a little 
closer in,” said F. R. Haney, a 
Phoenix, Ariz., land developer. 
The effects of the energy crisis are 
clearly visible in the Phoenix area, a 
1,000-square mile desert sprawl almost 
totally dependent on the automobile. 
A $4,000 trailer sits in front of 
Richard Morrison’s home in Tempe, 
Ariz., a middle-class community 30 
minutes from Phoenix.

Jeff DeMarce is a truck driver and 
lives in Burien, Wash., a south Seattle 
suburb. “I don’t like it,” he said of the 
gasoline situation, “but I’m willing to 
pay more not to hassle it.”

M ILW AUKEE (A P) — An Ohio 
State University agricultural expert 
predicted Tuesday that world food 
production will be more than adequate 
to feed what some say will be a world 
population of seven billion by the year 
2000. 
“ We will not only be able to feed the 
seven billion, but two or three times 
that amount,” Roy Kottman, dean of 
the university’s Agriculture, Home 
Economics and Natural Resources 
Schools, said. 
He predicted a 400 per cent increase 
in meat production efficiency and 
great productivity boosts in com and 
soybeans. 
Kottman criticized “ intellectuals 
who want us to cut animal products 
from our diet.” 
He said parents who want the 
brightest possible children should be 
sure the mother eats adequate 
amounts of high cholesterol foods 
during pregnancy, and feeds them to 
the child until it is at least 5 years old. 
Experiments with animals indicate 
that low cholesterol diets during those 
periods retard brain and central 
nervous system development, Kott- 
man said.

Baby Saved 
By New Type 
O f Surgery 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Shane 
Christopher Higley was born with a 
birth defect that killed his older 
brother when he was 17 months old. 


But a new type of surgery, called 
porto-enterostomy, saved tiny Shane 
from possible permanent liver damage 
and restored a healthy pink glow to the 
four-month-old boy. 


The two-part surgery “ is designed to 
save babies who don’t have sizable bile 
ducts outside the liver, but may be 
found on biopsy to have small ducts in­ 
side,” said Dr. H. William Clatworthy 
Jr. 


Dr. Gatworthy performed Shane’s 
operation Feb. 4 after his parents 
noticed the tell-tale yellow com­ 
plexion, caused when urine backs up in 
the blood stream. 


When the often-invisible ducts are 
close enough to the surface and treated 
in time, Dr. Clatworthy said, liver bile 
is drained and the jaundiced infant is 
rescued. 
Not all jaundiced babies have liver 
problems, but any infant whose pallor 
turns from rosy to yellow should be 
checked and if necessary, treated in 
the first three months of life, he said.

Policy On Vietnam 
Stirs Up Solons 
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Use The Classifieds 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The State 
Department has defended U.S. am­ 
bassador Graham Martin, but a 
Democratic .senator urged an in­ 
vestigation into Martin’s statement 
that it would be folly to reveal details 
about the U.S. commitment to South 
Vietnam. 
Sen. Frank Church of Idaho, a 
member of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, said the committee should 
look into the comments, contained in a 
confidential cable to Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
The memorandum was Martin’s 
recommendations to Kissinger about 
providing answers to questions asked 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 
Kennedy released the cable in a Senate 
speech Tuesday. 
In it, Martin told Kissinger “ it would 
be the height of folly” to give Kennedy 
“ an honest and detailed answer” on 
U.S. commitment to South Vietnam. 
Kennedy said 
Martin’s remarks 
"should outrage every member of this 
body and every member of the 
Congress.” 
The State Department defended 
Martin, saying the cable was an in­ 
ternal recommendation. A spokesman 
said “ anything which tends to inhibit 
the free flow of information and ideas 
between an ambassador and the State 
Department does a disservice to us 
all.” 
The spokesman said the source of 
the leak of the cable to Kennedy was 
not known, but "it is an unauthorized 
disclosure which we deplore.” 
Church said he thinks Martin’s 
comments are something the Foreign 


Relations Committee should look into 
and that “ this is more documentary 
evidence that lying has become a way 
of life under this administration.” 
As Kennedy pointed out in his 
speech, Kissinger didn’t take Martin’s 
advice but wrote Kennedy that “ we 
have ... committed ourselves very 
substantially, both politically and 
morally” to South Vietnam. 
Kennedy said Sunday in releasing 
Kissinger’s letter that “ it shatters the 
hope that we could finally disengage” 
from direct involvement in Vietnam.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
commander of the American Legion 
said Wednesday the state has a “ moral 
and legal responsibility” to provide 
legal counsel for the National Guards­ 
men in the Kent State University 
shootings. 
David A. Cropper of Portsmouth 
said in a statement that the indicted 
Guardsmen “ were acting on the direct 
orders of the governor of Ohio and 
have a right to expect assistance in 
presenting their defense.” 
Tile Ohio attorney general’s office 
has said it does not provide counsel for 
employes charged with criminal acts. 
“ Who will defend our state if those 
sworn and obligated to uphold the law 
are not supported by the very govern­ 
mental agencies which require their 
participation in such incidents?” 
Cropper said.

danger, forecasters said. 
The “ frontal system will move out to 
sea by Friday and the threat will be 
over,” a forecaster said. 
Telephone communications were 
knocked out 
in most areas and 
National Guard units were called up to 
help evacuation efforts and to prevent 
looting. 
As the tornadoes steamrollered their 
way across country, 
a moderate 
earthquake hit the Midwest, centering 
in Springfield, 111., There were no 
reports of injuries or property 
damage, however. 
Heavy rains and hail also struck the 
storm areas. 
“ We had about 30 seconds warning 
before it hit,” said Gary Heflin, a 
grocery store manager in Xenia. “ All 
you could hear was the wind, the 
crashes and people praying.” 
“ I ’ve been through the Korean 
conflict but I have never been scared 
like that,” said C.B. Grissom of 
I^exington, Ky. Kentucky was hard hit, 
with a higher death toll than any other 
state. 
Gov. Wendell H. Ford declared the 
state a disaster area and called it 
“ probably the most tragic day in the 
history of Kentucky.” 
Ford ordered National Guardsmen 
into the stricken areas. Curfews were 
clamped on 
Frankfort, the state 
capitol, on louisville and on Branden­ 
burg, a town of 1,600. Brandenburg 
was left in rubble and 23 persons were 
known dead. Soldiers from nearby Ft. 
Knox used giant searchlights to probe 
the debris in the search for more 
bodies. 
In Ohio, Gov. John J. Gilligan or­ 
dered the National Guard into Xenia 
and asked federal officials to declare 
the town of 25,000 a disaster area. 
“ About 50 per cent of Xenia is gone,” 
Police Chief Ray Jordan said. There 
were 24 reported deaths and at 
1,000 were reported homeless. 
Southward in Cincinnati there were 
five deaths. Emergency hospitals were 
set up both there and in Xenia. At least 
225 others were reported injured in the 
two communities. 
The National Weather Service issued 
tornado warnings ahead of the storms, 
but many communities were caught 
unaware nevertheless. 
Weather service spokesman John 
Laing in Atlanta said because the 
storms did not dissipate quickly, the 
weather service was able to put out 
constant bulletins and advisories. “ We 
probably did a much better job than 
usual in getting our warnings out in 
advance,” he said. 
In Indiana, Gov. Otis R. Bowen 
ordered the National Guard in six 
counties where tornadoes heavily 
damaged scores of small towns in the 
central and southeastern portions. 
Depauw, a town of 500, was leveled. 
Temporary morgues were set up. Nine 
communities were without telephone 
service and Indiana Bell said it would 
be days and perhaps weeks before 
communications could 
be 
fully 
restored. 
Dozens of people were unaccounted 
for and officials feared the death toll 
would go higher as searches in­ 
tensified today. 
In Windsor, Ont., eight persons were 
crushed on the ice of the Windsor 
Curling Club when a wall collapsed 
after a tornado tore the roof off the 
cinder block building. 
The string of twisters killed scores of 
persons as it ripped across the 
Southeast through Alabama, Georgia, 
Tennessee and North Carolina. 
Among hardest hit areas were 
Madison and Lawrence counties in 
Alabama and Geveland and Cookville 
in Tennessee where Gov. Winfield 
Dunn called out the National Guard. 
Cleveland, in southeastern Tennessee, 
was struck by two tornadoes two hours 
apart. 
In Jasper, Ala., Joel Cook of radio 
station WARF said, “ We can’t talk to 
the Police Department ... it just blew 
away.” 
Two children died in a twister at 
Murphy, N.C., and two other persons 
were killed at Stecoah, in the western 
section. 
Tornadoes dipped all across nor­ 
thwestern Georgia, killing seven 
persons at Resaca. The winds swept 
away a row of houses on a mountain 
west of Decatur. 
In Decatur, 111., night watchman 
Arvis Walter said the tornado that 
struck there “ sounded like maybe 50 
trucks carrying dual loads.” 
Arvis, 57, said, “ I was standing by 
my window when it hit. I had just told 
my wife, Stella Jane, it looked like we 
were going to get a summer rain.”

scores of injured had been transported 
to surrounding communities. Many of 
those injured at Xenia were taken to 
Dayton hospitals. 
Officials at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base at Dayton opened their 
hospital to tornado victim s and 
dispatched a force 
of medical 
specialists to Xenia. 
In many communities hit by the 
severe weather, National Guardsmen 
were on duty to prevent looting.

details in December, Nixon asked the 
Joint Congressional Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation to look into 
his 1969-72 tax returns. He said at the 
time he would abide by its judgment of 
whether he owed more than the $78,651 
he actually paid for the four years. 
A committee staff report, made 
public Wednesday, calculated Nixon 
owed an extra $44,022 plus interest. 
This preceded the announcement 
that IRS also had found Nixon’s 
payments inadequate. 
A White House official said IR S and 
the committee staff basically agreed 
on items in the Nixon returns that were 
subject to challenge. It said dif­ 
ferences in money terms reflected 
varying methods of making tax and 
interest calculations. 
Nixon was described as convinced 
his lawyers “ can make a very strong 
case” against the major adverse 
findings. But the White House said he 
would pay up without quarrel because 
of his December pledge to abide by the 
findings of the congressional panel. 
The statement complained that the 
committee staff’s report was made 
public before committee members 
could study it, “ and before the Presi­ 
dent’s tax counsel could advise the 
committee of their views on the many 
legal matters in dispute in that 
report.” 
An official who declined to be quoted 
by name was more forceful and 
emotional in discussing the matter, 
saying Nixon was “ wiped out” 
financially because of IRS and com­ 
mittee staff findings in which “ every 
possible technical aspect has been 
ruled in the negative.” 
Because IRS said nothing about its 
own inquiry, public knowledge of the 
findings was limited to the committee 
staff report. 
The staff attributed much of the 
alleged deficiency to the two highly 
publicized issues which Nixon asked 
the committee to look into — whether 
he was entitled to a deduction for a gift 
of the pre-presidential papers ap­ 
praised at $576,000, and whether sale of 
part of his San Gemente, property re­ 
sulted in capital gains on which he 
should have paid tax. 
The committee staff ruled against 
him on both these counts and went far 
beyond them in amassing its total of 
purported underpayments. 
The charitable deduction for the 
papers, should have been disallowed, 
because the gift was not made before 
the July 25, 1969, deadline set by an 
amendment to the tax code, the report 
said. A deed dated March 27, 1969, 
“ which purportedly was signed on 
April 21,1969, was not signed, at least 
by all parties, until April IO, 1970, and 
was not delivered until after that 
date,” it said. 
The report said that when Nixon sold 
the surplus acreage of his 
San 
Clemente property, an erroneous 
division of value of property retained 
and property sold resulted in no capital 
gain being declared. Actually there 
was a taxable $117,836 gain, it con­ 
cluded. 
On another real estate transaction, 
the report said Nixon should have paid 
taxes on at least $142,912 capital gains 
on the sale of the cooperative apart­ 
ment in New York City he occupied 
before he was president. 
The report also rejected a total of 
$85,399 claimed as business expenses, 
including depreciation on the San 
Gemente house and certain furniture 
bought by the President, deductions on 
San Gemente operating costs, and 
expenditures from the White House 
guest fund. It said, however, Nixon 
should be reimbursed for a table he 
bought for the White House cabinet 
room at a cost of $4,817. 
Of various improvements made at 
government expense to the California 
and Key Biscayne, Fla., properties, 
the report said, some were “ un­ 
dertaken primarily for the President’s 
personal benefit” and Nixon should 
have treated the $92,298 spent on these 
as taxable personal income. 
Set Final 
Arguments 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Attorneys 
are 
preparing to present 
final 
arguments on whether former White 
House aide Dwight L. Chapin lied to a 
federal grand jury probing acts of 
political sabotage. 
The jury of seven men and five 
women 
is 
expected 
to 
begin 
deliberating the case today after the 
arguments by attorneys for the special 
Watergate prosecutor and the 33-year- 
old Chapin and then instructions from 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell. 
Chapin, now on leave as a vice 
president of United Air lines, was the 
principal witness in his own defense, 
testifying for about 3V< hours Wed­ 
nesday. 
He conceded at one point, “ I made 
misstatements — I believe I did” to the 
F B I when agents questioned him about 
the operations of Donald H. Segretti, 
who pleaded guilty to election law 
violations in connection with his “ dirty 
tricks” operations. 
Chapin said he was disturbed 
because what he was telling the F B I 
often wound up shortly thereafter in 
the newspapers. But he said he had no 
reason to withhold answers when he 
testified to the grand jury. 
He was indicted on four counts of 
giving false information to the grand 
jury, but Judge Gesell dismissed one 
count. It charged that Chapin lied 
when he said he did not know what 
financial arrangements were made in 
connection with Segretti’s job.

All eight defendants faced ar­ 
raignment today in federal court. 
Dan Roth of Geveland, an attorney 
representing the four, said in seeking 
the dismissal Wednesday that the 
defendants’ rights to speedy trial and 
due process under the law were vio­ 
lated by the nearly four-year delay in 
calling the federal grand jury probe 
that produced the indictment. 
Roth also sought leave to take sworn 
statements from former U.S. Attys. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell and Richard 
Kleindienst, 
saying 
both 
are 
prospective witnesses who might miss 
a court hearing “ in that they may be 
incarcerated in a federal penitentiary 
or otherwise unavailable” later. 
The federal grand jury indicted the 
guardsmen last Friday after in­ 
vestigating the May 4, 1970, con­ 
frontation of antiwar demonstrators 
and guardsmen ordered to the campus 
when an Army building there was 
burned May 2. The series of demon­ 
strations centering on protest of U.S. 
military involvement in Cambodia 
began May I. 
The defendants were charged with

firing at or near the 13 victims, 
depriving them of their civil rights in 
violation of federal law. Five guards­ 
men also were charged with aiding 
and abetting each other in the action.

The new league has set its sights on 
signing 160 existing major league stars 
for its first year of operating and is in 
serious negotiation with 70 players who 
are playing out their options this year. 
“ We’ll better the Anerican and 
National league salaries, yet our 
players will have to play less than half 
the number of games the current 
major league teams expect of their 
players,” said Downey. 


“ We anticipate longer player lite, 
more offense in the game, less lengthy 
games and player participation in 
operation of the association.” 
Tile new association expects to play 
a 72 to 84-game schedule, compared to

established major leagues. 
The organizers said they have made 
contacts during the past six months 
with representatives in 42 cities and 
have had serious negotiations with 
backers in 38. 
Franchises already have been 
awarded to Columbus, Ohio; Jersey

Tile organizers declined to identify 
the backers of the franchises until they 
hold news conferences in their own 
cities. 
Each franchise costs $150,000 and 24 
per cent of all gross revenues an­ 
nually. The money goes to the WBA, a 
profit-making corporation that will 
direct all activities of the league, 
including hiring of ballplayers,

A player-manager draft will be held 
in the middle of June in an American 
city.

NEW YORK (AP) - The National 
Football 
League owners were to 
respond today to the 57 demands that 
the N FL Players Association has 
requested to be included in a new 
collective bargaining agreement. But 
it will be only the third step in what is 
expected to be a long series of 
meetings. 
Step four probably will take place in 
about one week when both sides return 
to the bargaining table in an attempt to 
grind out an agreement that hopefully 
will result in a contract prior to the 
preseason, thus averting a strike. 
More meetings likely will be held in the 
future before a settlement is reached. 
N FL training camps usually open in 
July. 
The series of negotiations began on 
March 16 when the NFLPA, after a 
two-hour meeting in Washington, D.C., 
with the N FL Management Council, 
the bargaining agent for the owners, 
disclosed its 57 demands, including a 
minimum salary of $25,000 a year each 
for veterans, $25,000 each for members 
of the winning Super Bowl team and 
more freedom to permit players to 
move to the team of their choice. 
Ten days later, in a three-hour 
session in Washington, the owners 
were given further details of the 
demands and discussions were held on 
the 13 so-called “ Freedom demands,” 
which would eliminate some of the 
powers of Commissioner Pete Rozelle. 
The discussions also dealt with the 
option clause, waiver system, fines, 
reserve lists and training camp cur­ 
fews.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-T he 110th 
General Assembly recessed until after 
the May primary early today after 
passing legislation on campaign ex­ 
penses, energy and a host of other 
measures. 
Tempers flared as both 
houses 
worked through the afternoon, the 
night and into the early morning hours. 
Adjournment came at 2:01 a.m. in the 
House, at 2:30 a.m. in the Senate. 
A compromise campaign bill passed 
both houses only after an amendment 
that would have breathed new life into 
the political career of Sen. Donald E. 
“Buz” Lukens, R-4 Middletown, was 
removed. 
The final 
conference committee 
report was approved 83-11 in the House 
and 27-3 in the Senate. It was earlier 
rejected in the upper chamber by one 
vote. 
As first put on the floor, the con­ 
ference committee report would have 
restored Lukens’ eligibility as a 
candidate Jan. I, 1975. 
Lukens and about 600 lesser knowns 
were disqualified for five years for 
failing to file expense statements on 
time. The others were mostly precinct, 
township and local-level candidates. 
Conferees agreed to remove the 
provision when a deadlock developed. 
One Republican, Sen. Howard C. 
Cook, 
R-l 
Toledo, 
voted 
with 
Democrats against the bill before the 
provision was removed. 
Cook said it was “very revealing” 
that a campaign reform bill would 
forgive persons who failed to file 
reports required by law. 
“We are putting together a beautiful 
package with a ribbon around it and 
very little inside,” he said. He voted 
for it after the so-called Lukens 
amendment was removed. 
Two Democrats voted against it on 
the final count, Sens. Tony Hall, D-6 
Dayton, 
and 
Harry 
Meshel, 
D-33 
Youngstown. Both said it was too 
weak. 
The other negative vote, Sen. 
William H. Hussey, R-14 Batavia, said 
he voted against it “because I didn’t 
like the bill, regardless.” He said he 
voted for the Lukens amendment ear­ 
lier as a favor to the neighboring 
legislator. 
Before leaving, the legislature gave 
final approval to a $545,466 sundry 
claims bill that has been pending since 
May. It passed 87-4 in the House, 28-4 in 
the Senate. 
Removed was a provision to pay 
three former senators $18, 900 each for 
two years of their terms they didn’t get 
to serve because of reapportionment in 
1966. 
The former senators are Ross 
Pepple of Lima, a Republican, and 
Democrats Danny Johnson of New 
Philadelphia and John Corrigan of 
Cleveland. 
The argument over what to do about 
claims of the three had kept the bill 
deadlocked. 
The 
bill 
compensates 
persons with claims against the state. 
The state cannot be sued. 
The bill setting up an emergency 
energy commission was approved only 
after an emergency clause to make it 
effective upon the governor’s signa­ 
ture failed in the House. It now 
becomes law in 90 days.

The energy bill, which had been 
worked out in advance by a joint 
conference committee of the Senate 
and House, establishes a five-member 
commission with authority to issue 
rules and regulations good for 30 days. 
Its members would consist of the 
governor as chairman, one senator 
and one representative—from op­ 
posing political parties—and two 
named by the governor with approval 
of the Senate. The latter would repre­ 
sent the energy industry and the public 
at large. 
The commission would go out of 
existence Jan. I, 1976. It could not 
enter into any contracts that extend 
beyond that date without the approval 
of the state Controlling Board. 
The agency would be required to 
collect data on any existing or future 
energy problems, and would make 
recommendations to the General As­ 
sembly. 
Aside from the Lukens issue, the 
campaign financing bill sets limits 
that can be spent on campaigns for 
various offices, ranging from $1.5 
million per election for governor and 
U.S. Senate down to about $500 for a 
local school board race. In almost 
every instance, the ceiling is more 
than ever has been sent for those of­ 
fices in the past. 
Another major feature of the bill 
limits each candidate to a single 
committee to receive contributions 
and authorize expenditures. In the 
past, candidates have been able to 
conceal financial information by 
establishing several committees. 
The bill requires candidates and 
committees to file financial reports 12 
days before each election. They 
already are required to file 45 days 
after an election. 
The bill also establishes a five- 
member elections commission to help

O f Deadly Tornado 


Cincy Twister Skips O rphanage 


XENIA, Ohio (A P) — Four bodies 
were arranged in a row behind the 
rubble of one of the scores of buildings 
destroyed by a tornado Wednesday. 
Suddenly, a woman bending over one 
of the bodies cried out, “ Oh, my God,” 
and collapsed into the arms of a rescue 
worker. 
She had found her son. 
It was one of many scenes of sorrow 
and despair in the tornado-ravaged 
city of 25,000. 
“ Tomorrow is going to be really 
bad,” said Red Cross disaster worker 
Georgeanne Watercutter. “ I really 
believe shock will set in.” 
People numbed by the disaster 
remained calm as new tornado warn­ 
ings were issued during the early 
morning hours today. 
As funnel clouds were sighted, sirens 
wailed and trucks used loudspeakers 
to announce, “ Take cover! 
Take 
cover!. 
Rescue workers crowded into halls 
and stairwells until the threat passed. 
Officials reported at least 1,000 
people homeless. Most found tem­ 
porary housing in a grocery warehouse 
and the YMCA. 
A major problem Wednesday night 
was the lack of running water. Tanks 
of water were being sent from the 
nearby Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base and portable toilets were to be 
brought in today. 
A highway patrolman reported 35 


dead and said there could be many 
more. Greene County Sheriff Russell 
Bradley said he was “ afraid of heavy, 
heavy deaths.” 
A fast food restaurant was destroyed 
and the manager said there might be 
20 people trapped inside. The parking 
lot remained filled with cars. 
A number of cars were flipped over 
on Main Street and officials said some 
possibly still contained passengers, 
but heavy equipment could not get to 
the area to move them to find out. 
The Red Cross set up a relief center 
in the downtown YMCA, one of the few 
buildings spared by the tornado. It 
took in 350 homeless. 
A grocery 
warehouse housed several hundred 
more. 
Across the street 
a 
three-story 
elementary school stood with all its 
windows gone, the top third of its flag 
pole bent out of shape and concrete 
light stancions broken and toppled. 
“ Ifs the worst I’ve ever seen,” said 
Mrs. Watercutter. “ It is complete 
devastation.” 
Down 
the 
street, 
Highway 
Patrolman George Fisher said it was 
the first tornado he had ever seen. 
“ I saw the damage caused by one up 
in Allen County about five years ago,” 
he added. 
Fisher confirmed the 35 dead and 
added. “ There are going to be quite a 
few more. They probably will be find­ 
ing bodies for a couple of days.” 
Store Manager 
Tells O f Disaster 


XENIA, Ohio (A P)-G ary Heflin, 
co-manager of a grocery store ex­ 
plained what happened. 


“ A police car drove by, and they 
were warning people a tornado was 
coming,” he said, “ so I ran outside and 
saw it moving up Main Street. 


“ I ran back inside and got on the PA 
and told everyone to move to the back 
of the store.” 


The tornado killed 25 people and 
injured hundreds of others late 
Wednesday when it destroyed nearly 
half of this city of 25,000. 


“ We had about 30 seconds warning 
before it hit,” Heflin said. “ All you 
could hear was the wind, the crashes 
and people praying.” 
Although the front half of the store 
was demolished none of the estimated 
65 customers and employes was in­ 
jured. 
A rescue worker said two bodies 
were removed from the Elbow Room, 


a demolished lounge next door to the 
grocery. 
“ My friend Jim was one of the ones 
they carried out,” said an onlooker 
who did not give his name. “ He and his 
girlfriend died in each others arms.” 
In a small frame house, its walls 
standing but roof, doors and windows 
smashed, an elderly woman wrapped 
in a blanket sat in a rocker in a ruined 
bedroom. 
Firemen tried to persuade her to 
leave but she shook her head, saying 
nothing. Finally a firem an was 
assigned to stay with her until she 
could be persuaded to leave.

somewhere,” said a man picking his 
way through rubble of a soft drink 
stand. 
Ignoring reporters’ questions, the 
man ran toward the stand where four 
bodies lay behind shattered buildings. 
He lifted blankets from each face. 
His son was not there, and he con­ 
tinued down Main Street.

XENIA, Ohio (A P)—Gladys King 
and her family faced the task of find 
ing a new home today after a killer 
tornado demolished their residence as 
it cut a wide swath through this blue 
collar suburb of Dayton.

Shirley is her 17-year-old daughter 
who is seven months pregnant. She 
was admitted to the hospital for ob­ 
servation after complaining of back 
pains. 
Mrs. King said, “ The door blew open 
and the windows started cracking. We 
tried to get to the door, but the house 
came down on us and we couldn’t get 
out.” 
Mrs. King and the seven other 
members of her family eventually 
found their way out of the collapsed 
building to safety.

Central State campus was 
destroyed or severely damaged. One 
person was killed in the tornado on 
campus.

Authorities said many students were 
in the university cafeteria for supper, 
a meal that may have saved many 
lives. The cafeteria building was not 
heavily damaged.

I first saw the twister out the right 
side of my car as I drove down 
Harrison Avenue hill. 


It looked quiet and blue. It seemed 
headed my direction and the traffic 
picked up as other drivers noticed it.

In earlier school 
lunch hamburger orders, USDA 
allowed the beef to come from low- 
grade, cheaper animals such as worn 
out dairy cows and grass fattened 
stock. 
One USDA spokesman, asking not to 
be identified, said the meat “ will not 
be from the kind of beef you’d buy to 
take home and grind up for hamburger 
unless you’re rich.” 
Although the $45 million is not ex­ 
pected to require beef from more than 
one day’s normal cattle kill nationally, 
the high quality of hamburger 
specified will require a higher number 
of carcasses and thus help drain off a 
temporary glut of animals fattened for 
market.

Witxpdyers Ask IRS 


This column of questions on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local 
office of the U. S. Internal Revenue 
Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column 
answers questions most frequently 
asked by taxpayers. 
(Q) 
I’ve divorced and remarried. 
And I have custody of my child from 
the first marriage. My new spouse is 
helping to support the child. 
In 
determining whether or not I can 
claim the child as a dependent, do I 
count amounts furnished by my 
present spouse as support furnished by 
me? 
(A) Yes. A divorced parent with 
custody who remarries is now allowed 
to consider support provided by the 
new spouse in determining who con­ 
tributed over half the support for the 
child. 
(Q) My son spent his earnings from a 
summer job to buy a car. Does this 
amount count toward support fur­ 
nished by him when I figure out 
whether or not I can claim him as a 
dependent? 
(A) No. Amounts spent to purchase a 
car do not count toward total support. 
(Q) I was out sick two months last 
year, but my employer paid me sick 
pay. The sick pay is reported on my W- 
2 form. Do I still have to use your form 
to compute my sick pay? 
(A) No. If you have sick pay and 
your W-2 form shows the amount, you 
do not have to fill out a Form 2440 with 
your return. Just enter the sick pay 
amount on your Form 1040 and attach 
the W-2 form to your return.

(Q) How do I compute my sales tax 
deduction? 
(A) You may deduct the actual sales 
tax you paid on purchases, based on 
your records, or you can use the tables 
in your tax forms package. 
If you use the sales tax tables to 
determine your deduction, you may 
add to the amount shown in the tables 
the sales tax paid on the purchase of an 
automobile, airplane, boat, mobile 
home and materials you used to build a 
new home. 
(Q) Can every individual participate 
in the Presidential Election Campaign 
Fund Check-off? 
(A) Yes. Every individual, other 
than a nonresident alien, may par­ 
ticipate if he has a tax liability of one 
dollar or more. If you want to par­ 
ticipate, designate $1 ($2 if married 
filing jointly) by checking off the 
appropriate box on your tax return. 
Participation in the check-off will not 
increase your tax or reduce any refund 
you may have coming. 
(Q) Are scholarships taxable? 
(A) If you receive a scholarship or 
fellowship grant, you may exclude the 
entire amount from your income if you 
are a degree candidate. If you are not a 
degree candidate, you may still ex­ 
clude up to $300 times the number of 
months for which you receive amounts 
under the grant during the tax year. 
The exclusion for a non-degree can­ 
didate is limited to 36 months during 
his lifetime. 
Payments under a grant are taxable 
if made to compensate you for past, 
present or future services or to allow 
you to pursue studies or research 
primarily for the benefit of the person 
who granted the scholarship. For more 
details see IRS Publication 520, “ Tax 
Information for American Scholars in 
the U.S. and Abroad.” It’s available 
free from your IRS office. 
(Q) 
What kinds of losses are 
deductible as casualties? 
(A) Casualty losses include damage 
from a hurricane, tornado, flood, 
storm, fire or accident, damage to the 
taxpayer’s auto from an automobile 
accident not caused by the willful act 
or willful negligence of the taxpayer, 
damage from a mine cave-in or sonic 
boom and certain losses from smog or 
vandalism.

This admirable policy was 
unsettling. One waited in vain 
for the commercial ax to fall. 
Station 
identification, 
required by law, was equally 
discreet. It flashed on the 
screen, but the movie never 
halted. 
It turns out Bounty has 
been doing this sort of thing at 
WOR for the last three years, 
according to station officials. 
Alas, it only happens one 
night every three months. 
Still, it has enabled viewers 
to see, without commercial 
breaks, 
movie 
classics 
ranging 
from 
“ On 
the 
Waterfront” to the first show 
in WOR’s nocomm ercial- 
break series, Lord Laurence 
Olivier’s “Hamlet.” 
The uninterrupted movies 
currently begin late Saturday 
or Sunday night at 10:30, near 
the end of the prime time 
viewing period here. 
WOR’s non-stop concept, 
practiced in major markets 


about as often as Ph.D.’s are 
given the Three Stooges, 
came at a time Bounty’s ad 
agency was planning ways to 
introduce 
the 
then-new 
product in New York. 
Ave Butensky, an official at 
the ad agency, Dancer-Fitz- 
gerald Sample, said his 
company was trying to reach 
the kind of audience that 
rarely watches television and 
lure these selective citizens 
with something new. 


The agency learned that 
WOR 
had 
O livier’s 
“Hamlet,” he said, “and we 
thought that’d be a good 
movie to run because there 
are 
certain people 
who’d 
watch that, but not the usual 
kind of fare.” 
However, he added, it felt 
that it kept running in com­ 
mercial breaks, the movie 
“wouldn’t really draw. We 
had to do something new. 


“ So we worked out a 
package arrangement with 
channel nine (WOR) where 
we got a package of spots in 
other areas, but we kept the 
movie ‘clean.’” 
By this he meant the com­ 
mercials that normally would 
run during the movie were 
put in other WOR shows over 
a two or three-month period. 
Butensky, who declined to 
say how much this ad ­ 
vertising approach cost, said 
the results on the first go- 
around were an ad m an’s 
delight.

could for the night. About half the pas­ 
sengers were members of senior 
citizen groups, and the elderly were 
given priority on the empty berths. 
The Cunard Lines, the QE2’s owner, 
chartered a jumbo jet and a DOO to fly 
the passengers from Bermuda to New 
York, with the first two planeloads due 
at noon and I p.m. EDT. 
After 
unloading, the airliners were to shuttle 
back to Bermuda to get the rest. 
One of the passengers, Mrs. William 
Hillenbrand of Arlington, Va., said 
many of the holidayers “seemed to 
enjoy the crisis atmosphere" after a 
fuel oil leak into the boiler water 
system stranded Cunard’s 65,863-ton 
flagship on Monday during a week­ 
long cruise. 
Capt. Peter Jackson, the QE2’s 
skipper, said the ship and those aboard 
were never in any danger. Tile ship’s 
bands played frequently, drinks were 
free and on Tuesday night, “ we had 
dancing and entertainment on the open 
deck under the stars,” Capt. Jackson 
said. 
Then about midnight the emergency 
generator ran out of fuel, plunging the 
ship into darkness. 
The 19,903-ton Sea Venture arrived 


before dawn Wednesday, and during 
the day lifeboats and motor launches 
carried her new guests across 300 
yards of calm sea. There was only one 
casualty; a backlash from a line broke 
the arm of a crewman of the QE2 as he 
was securing one of the lifeboats. 
Cunard said it would refund the 
passengers’ full fare, and that the 
rescue operation would cost the line 
about $1.2 million. 
Meanwhile, the QE2’s engineers 
were at work on the three boilers, and 
the chief engineer said he hoped to get 
one of them operating soon so the ship 
could steam slowly tow ard two 
tugboats en route from New York.
